Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including 
the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final 
rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 
37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, 
the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 02/16/201 1 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-50 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-11, 14-18, 
12, 19-23, 27-37, 39-43, 38, 44-47, 49, 13, 24-26, 48, and 50, respectively. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The IDS filed on 02/16/2011 have been considered, and 
previously the application has been considered allowance on 11/19/2010. 

Claim(s) 1, 23, 44, 50, and their dependants thereof, are allowed 
because the closest prior art, either alone or in combination, fail to disclose a 
repeater for use in a wireless network having at least one access point, the 
repeater comprising: a radio frequency section; a memory storing 
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instructions; and a processor coupled to the radio frequency section and the 
memory, the instructions capable of being executed by the processor, the 
instructions for causing the processor to: detect tile presence of at least one 
access point based on information transmitted on one of at least two 
frequency channels using a wireless transmission protocol associated with 
the at least one access point; identify the detected at least one access point 
based upon the detected information; and select the identified at least one 
access point and the at least two frequency channels for repeater operation; 
wherein the repeater is configured to retransmit first information received 
from the selected at least one access point on one of the at least two 
frequency channels to a node in the wireless network, wherein the repeater is 
configured to retransmit second information from the node to the selected at 
least one access point on another of the at least two frequency channels, and 
wherein the repeater is configured to retransmit a beginning portion of the 
first information and the second information prior to receiving an end 
portion of the first information mad the second information.
